In New York, the amusement center of 
the nation, the price is raised, by the practices 
of speculators, to $2.50 a seat. A few weeks ago 
I bought $2 seats in a New York theater more 
than two weeks in advance, and all I could get 
were seats at the extreme right of the front row. 
Yet a considerable number of the best seats in 
the house were vacant—not sold, in other words, 
by the hotels which had held them for $2.50. 


Moving Picture Prices Democratic. 
onl HE moving picture drama has thriven 
because its prices were democratic. 
Some persons thought the picture shows 
would force the regular theaters to lower their 
prices. This has not happened, but instead, the 
tendency has been toward higher prices. It is 
clear by this time that, although the picture 
drama surpasses the stage drama at least in 
cleanness and wholesomeness, it is not going to 
bring about the democratization of the theater. 

“There are two ways open for making the the- 
ater democratic... One is the backing of a the- 
ater at the outset by wealthy men who are willing 
te put up their money until it establishes itself 
and creates its field of patronage, after which they 
hope to get. their money back. This is a step 
toward the second method, which is the endow- 
ment of the theater as a public institution, as 
libraries are endowed. This will, in many cases, 
mean the municipal theater, a thing which has 
passed the stage of experiment in Europe, but 
which is as yet unknown, on a large scale, in 
America. 

“The New Theater, in New York, founded on 
contributions amounting to $2,000 „000, failed after 
two ‘seasons, it is true, and the New Theater in 
Chicago, which had a $100,000 fund, and from 
which the New York enterprise took its name. 
was also a failure; but this was because they were 
u conducted. The New Theater experiment, even

They do not give the people 
what they want—if they did, they would have 
more volumes of Laura Jean Libby than of Wil- 
liam Shakspeare. Following the library—and 1 
think the analogy is a pretty exact one, we may 
run a municipal theater on this rule: 

We give the people what they want, 
so long as they want what they should have.“ 

“No. one who is connected with the manag-- 
ment of symphony orchestras ‘pretends that these 
orchestras give the public’ what the public wants. 
The public is gently led up to grace, not driven 
by the bayonet or the bullet. So it will be the 
duty of the public theater to educate and improve 
the theatrical taste of the public. :

As Alert as He Is Scholarly. 


HE Cornell president, now in his sixtieth 
T year, combines, in an unusual degree, the

I visited Turkey, as well as all the Balkan 
states, and last June, with Mrs. Schurman, I 
was in Uskub, and had arranged to depart. for 
Saloniki on a train due to start at 8 o'clock on 
a certain morning. 

At 3:40 a. m. the second Balkan War, between 
the former allies, broke out. Mrs. Schurman and 
I got only as far as Ghegheli on our way, travel- 
ing on a military train, and then we had to get 
off and make our way, first with a team of horses 
and later, for three days, in a motor car, which 
took us on a wonderfully interesting ride through 
Western Macedonia, to Monastir. Once we had 
to sit up all night in a carriage. 

“As the United States took na part in Balkan 
‘affairs, it was perhaps easier for me to get a 
detached and impartial view of the war and of 


statecraft than it was for the European ministers. '

It is pointed out that the Legisla- 


ture never has provided for the hold- 


ing of real estate, even along the pre- 
scribed lines, by church corporations. 
Many years ago the Legislature did 
pass a law, providing for the incorpo- 
ration of benevolent, religious, scienti- 
fic, educational and miscellaneous s0- 
cieties, but failed to make. any pro- 
visions for the property rights of the 
religious classification of this grouping. 
Constitution Ignored. 
Mudd also cites a decision in the 
case of Proctor vs, the Board of Trus- 
tees of the M. E. Church, South, 225 
Missouri, in which a man willed his 
property to the church corporation. 
The heirs, going into court, contend- 
ed the corporation had no legal 
rights to acquire title to the prop- 
erty. The court. decided in favor of 
the heirs. 

Ignoring the plain provision of the 
Missouri Constitution, the courts, it is 
admitted, have knowingly issued 
charters to church teaching organ- 
izations. The charters once issued, 
the churches continued to enjoy their 
corporate rights, except as to their 
acquiring title to property. 


SLAYER, ONCE CONDEMNED 
TO DIE, FREED ON BOND 


Jasper Webb Spent 21 Months in 
Jail Under Sentence to 
Hang. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 31.—Jazper 
Webb, a farmer who spent 21 months 
in prison, under sentence to be hanged 
for murder was released today on $35,500 
bond approved by Judge Porterfield in 

the Criminal Court here. 

Webb shot and killed Archie Whitwell 
near Oak Grove, Mo., in October, 1911. 
Whitwell’s farm joined Webb’s. The 
shooting wag the result of a quarrel 
over a line fence. Webb was convicted 
of murder in the first degree ani sen- 
tenced to death. 

Three weeks ago the State Supreme 
Court remanded his case for new trial 
after attorneys had shown a technical 
fault in the indictment, it having 
charged Webb with shooting Whitwell 
in the “body,” whereas Whitwell had 
died ot a wound in the head. Webb's 
attorneys contended that legally the 
head was not part of the body. Judge 
Porterfield set March 2, next for the 
opening of Webb’s new trial.

St. Louis Will Lose Millions An- 
nually if Decree Is Not Sus- 
pended, Court Is Told. 


Attorneys for the Business Men's

Louis, Phese ‘companies recently were 
filed and guested by the Court on charges 
of having We the antitrust laws of 
the State. 5 

The petition — of ‘the Business Men's 
League was resented as amici curiae. 
The attorneys for the league made no 
reference to the merits of the case, but 
sought to show to the Court the impor- 
tance of the lumber industry to St. 
Louis. For the purpose of showing the 
importance of the business of the com- 
panies to St. Louis, these facts were 
presented to the Court: 

The capital employed by these lumber 
companies doing business in St. Louig 
is $56,776,000. 

The volume of business transacted by 
them in and from St. Louis amounts 
annually to more than $40,202,000. 

Bank Business $65,000,000. 

The rentals paid by these companies 
for’ office space in St. Louis amounts 
to more than 000. 

The approximate amount of purchases 
made from merchants in St. Louis for 
the use of the companies in St. Louis 
and at their mills is $2,000,000. 

The approximate business transacted 
annually by these companies in St. 
Louis wirn St. Louis banks is $65,000,000, 

“The insurance placed by the companies 
with msürunce companies doing. busi- 
ness in St. Louis amounts to $9,335,000, 

The ‘approximate amount ot freight 
p to railroads centering. in St. Louis 


Louis is 188; the number of women 75. 

The number of men employed by these 
companies at their mills and outside of 
St. Louis is 12,724; the number of women 
120. 

Other Cities Invite Companies. 

There are 43 traveling sdlesmen for 
these companies whe make St. Louis 
their headquarters; and of the employes 
working for the companies in St. Louis 
61 own their own homes and they have 
65 children in attendance at the public 
schools of St. Louis. 

The amount of property actually 
owned by these companies in St. Louis 
is $76,000. 

Overtures have been made to many 
of the companies to locate their business 
in other cities and the business of these 
companies could be carried on as well 
from East St. Louis, Chicago; Memphis, 
Little Rock and other cities as from St. 
Louis. 

The brief states that the league was 
organized for the purpose of inducing 
the owners of industrial plants to es- 
tablish themselves in St. Louis. It 
was pointed out that there was keen 
rivairy among cities for industries, and 
that nearly all of the small towns in 
the State had commercial clubs or some 
sort of business organization to adver- 
tise its advantages. 

President’s Message Cited. 

The contest among cities for the re- 
gional banks, and the branch regional 
banks, was pointed out as an illustra- 
tion of haw commercial organizations 
work in the interest of their cities. 

An excerpt from President Wilson's 
recent ‘message, in which he stated that 
the penalties and punishments for vio- 
lations of laws should not fall upon 
business itself, but upon the individuals 
who use the instrumentalities of busi- 
ness to do things which publie policy 
and sound business practice condemn, 
was quoted in the brief. 

The attorneys stated that they were 
certain if the judgment of ouster was 
modified so that the companies might 
remain in Missouri they would not a 
violate the law. The offenses charged 
were committed at a tifie when the law 
was uncertain, and before it had ever 
been construed, it was stated. The 
shock of the judgment of ouster and 
the notorfety following it was a very 
severe punishment in itself, the attor- 
neys declared. The brief was filed by 
Stewart, Bryan & Williams; counsel for 
the league, and Harry B. Hawes. The 
Kansas City Commeréial Club joined 
with the Bustness Men’s League in pre- 
senting the petition to the court.

GIVES’ PURCHASE PLAN 


Figures on Cost Compiled by 
Experts Are Submitted to 
the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—Government 
ownership of the telegraph and tele- 
phone lines was strongly recommended 
in a report of a committee of Postot - 
fice Department officials submitted to 
the Senate today by Postmaster-General 
Burleson. The committee was named to 
{investigate the practicability of the pro- 
posal. 

Immediate Government ownership of 
telephone lines is recommended, with a 
system of license for the other agencies 
of communication establishing a Gov- 


ernment monopoly even where there is 
not actual ownership. 

Government ownership of the tel“ 
phone rather than telegraph lines is. 
recommended for the reason that tele- 
graph service can be more readily super- 
imposed on telephone: lines than tele- 
phone gervice on telegraph lines. 

The cost of acquiring the telegraph 
facilities is estimated at $225,000,000, as 
against $200,000,000 for the long-distance 
and toll telephone lines. As there are 
some 8000 proprietors of telephone lines, 
payments would extend over a period 
that would allow ample time to market 
bonds, the report adds. 

The report declared “that the only} 
way to afford to the people the com- 
plete and modern postal facilities that 
the Constitution makes it the duty of the}, 
Government to provide,” is by carrying 
out these suggestions:

The private 
monopoly, on the other hand, must 
‘make a profit. dnd, in providing for 
this, tends to increase its rates to the 
highest price that will not, by so great- 
ly restricting the volume of business, 
impair the aggregate profit. 
Delay Is Economic Waste. 


„It is obvious that the longer the ac- 


quisition by the Government of these fu- 
cilities is deferred the greater will be 
the cost. Moreover, it ig econ 
to permit private enterprige to bulld up 
vast properties that must eventually be 
taken over by the Government in resum- 
ing its constitutional monopoly at à cost 
out of all proportion to the v@lue of the 


parts of such properties that may be

Louisans know, is in our sister State 
of Illinoie, has a new ambition. It 


aspires to be known as ST. LOUIS, ILL. 


At least, several of its prominent citi- 
zens think it does, and the proposal to 
change the city’s name by dropping the 
word “East” willbe. placed before the 
Ways and Means Committee of the 
East St. Louis Commercial Club at a 
meeting tomorrow night. 

Some persons on this side of the river 
think St. Louis will be ill if the free 
bridge problem is not solved pretty 
soon, and that there will be no need of 
having another St. Louis, III. But peo- 
ple on this side of the river will proba- 
bly not have any say-so in the decision 
of this. question. 

Never Satisfied With Name. 

If the change in name is made, St. 
Louisahs will have to say the “Ill.”

across the river, and probably they will

sas City, Mo., and Kansas City, Kan.,

Supervisor of Hygiene in Schools

nurse, and let the pet dogs sit on 
their laps,” declared Dr. James Stew- 
art, supervisor of hygiene in the pub- 
lic schools in an address on the 
“Physical Care of Little Children,” 
before the St. Louis Froebel Society 
at the Teachers’ College yesterday. 
Dr. Stewart held that the dog and 
cat were ‘prolific sources for trans- 
mitting contagion, and urged that 
these domestic, animals be excluded 
from) the household. People should 
stop 128927 them in the house,” he 
said. 

The\ Frobel Society, of which Miss 
Mary McCulloch is chairman, has 
been holding a course of lectures by 
specialists. on various topics relating 
to ‘the proper physical 
training of children, and has already 
covered the departments of music and 
art in the development of the young 
mind. Dr. Stewart explained at 
length the medical side of the work. 
The - lamentable ignorance on the 
part of the average mother as to the 
simplest rules and remedies for safe 
guarding the health and wellbeing 87 
her offspring, was deplored by. Dr. 
Stewart, who arraigned the practice 
among such parents of taking their 
young children out to picture shows 
and other tertainments: at night.

Fowls kept in this house have been free from colds, roup and kindred dis- 
eases that generally result from improper housing, which is a strong, practical 
recommendation for Power’s method of constructing a poultry house. 
The ground plan is 16 feet deep and 16 feet long, making two pens &xlé 
feet each, in which a flock of 50 birds can be kept in a comfortable, healthy 
condition. The back wall is 9 feet high, the front is 8 feet high, the apex 
of the roof is ö feet from the back wall and 12 feet from the ground. The back 
roof is 7½ by 16 feet and runs from the back wall to the apex. 

The front roof is 12 by 16 feet and begins at a point 2 feet below the apex 
of the other roof, to allow for the windows, and it runs from there to the 
front wall. The floor is 4 feet from the ground, which makes the upstairs 
back wall 5 feet, the apex 8 and 6 feet and the front wall 4 feet in height. 
The house should face as near due south as possible, a window is placed 
in the north wall above the second floor and another below, in the center of 
each 8-foot section, as a partition divides the house into pens 8x16 feet. A 
window is placed in the 2-foot drop on the south side of the roof and one in each 
end of the house above and below the floor.

DRAWING SHOWING DIMENSIONS. 


A frame is made to fit the balance of this open space and is covered with 
muslin, hinged to the boards above and made to open out like the windows. 
In the floor of each upper compartment a hole is cut at the south and a run- 
way is built for the birds to descend to the lower floor. The dropping board 
is made of .tongue-and-groove flooring to a width of 6 feet and is placed in 
the north end of the house, above the window, and slopes downward. The roosts 
are 6 inches above the dropping board and the nests are placed beneath it in 
front and are made to slide out with access for the hens in the back. The 
dropping board is 2% feet from the floor in front with nests 12 inches deep un- 
derneath, giving to the fowls 18 inches free space under nests. 
This leaves the entire floor space for litter. The partition is tight to a 
height of 4 feet, the rest being made of wire netting except between the roosts, 
which,is closely boarded to the roof. The partitions below the floor are of wire 
netting, to which feed hoppers and water fountains are hung. 

As a honie for a flock of 25 birds, this house can be made 16 feet deep and 
8 feet long, with the roosting pen above the floor and the scratching pen be- 
low, affording plenty of exercise for the birds while they are confined indoors 
during the cold winter months. \

It was deserted except for one man. He was 
at a wall apparatus, pulling a weight gut 
and back, up and down, counting to him- 
self to keep the movements rhythmical. I 
had half a notion to go up to him and sav: 
‘Cut it out, Jack; you're doing a lot of hard 
work and it will do you no real good. Come on for ‘a 
little romp with me. Ten minutes of it will be worth 
10 hours of that fool machine.’ ”’ 

This paragraph is a summary of whole volumes of 
the physical culture’ theories of a man who has made 
physical culture his life work, and who doesn’t. believe 
much in methods of bodily development as they are 
preached by lecturers and written in books. Personally, 
he is one of the biggest little men one could hope to 
meet in a Jong journey, a man whose every muscle is 
under the stern sway of his intellect. 

The man is Sam W. LaVeen, a vaudeville actor who

This is the verdict, perhaps purposely 
a-squint, whieh a jury of the greatest wits 
in England recently contributed ds a so- 
lution of one of the most celebrated puzzles 
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in literature the enigma as to what would have béen 
the denouement of the novel, “The Mystery of. Edwin 
Drood,” which Charles Dickens, dying, left half com- 
pleted. 

The verdict squints, because, if John Jasper is guilty 
of murdering Edwin Drood, he is not guilty of man- 
slaughter, but of the crimes of strangling his nephew, 
destroying his body with quicklime and seeking witk 
diabolical ingenuity to foist the guilt upon an innocent 
man. A recommendation of such a villain to the mercy 
of the Court would be abominable. On the other hand, 
if Jasper did not kill Drood, he was innocent even of 
manslaughter. 

So that many students of Dickens’ unfinished plot 
Have not scrupled—notwithstanding the jury’s humorous 
threat to commit for contempt those daring td ques- 
tion the vefdict—to declare that the mystery is still as 
far from solution as it was before.

SOLVING THE SECRETS OF THE EEL’S BIRTH 


AND FISHERIES HUGH M. SMITH, in an 
article written for the National Geographic 
Society, at Washington, dispels much mystery 
that has hitherto surrounded the life of the common eel. 
“When the complete life of the eel is cleared up, it will 
doubtless be shown to have a more remarkable history 
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than any other fish possesses,” he says. “The estab- 
lished facts are in some respects more extraordinary 
than the fabulous views of ancient and medieval writ- 
ers and the extravagant hypotheses of some modern in- 
vestigators. 

“In the fall the eels which have been living in fresh 
waters and have attained their full growth undergo pe- 
culiar changes. The eyes in the males become nearly 
twice their normal size; and both sexes lose their dirty 
yellow-green color and become silvery. Such eels mi- 
grate downstream, traveling most at night, and eventual- 
ly reach the sea, where all trace of them is lost. 
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“The next evidence of these eels is met with on the 
high seas, far from land, in the form of their young 
progeny. The larval eel is such a very different lookiag 
eel from the adult that no person not properly instruct- 
ed could by any possibility recognize it. It is com- 
pressed la ly to the thinness of a visiting card; it 
has a small , large eyes, formidable, but apparently 
nonfunctional teeth that project forward and laterally, 


practically invisible except for its glistening black 
The larval eel undergoes an

RT treasures from the temples and pal- 
aces of ancient Athens, seized. by the 
remorseless hand of Sulla, the blood- 
_thirsty Roman tyrant,» have remained. 
hidden for 2000 years under the waters 
of the Mediterranean. At last they have 
been found, for the marvel and ad- 

miration of a civilization of which the Athenians them- 
' selves never dreamed. : 
Column and statue, marble and bronze, miniature and 
’ grotesque, they have been rescued from the sea's jealous 
custody and have been restored to as much of their 
original perfection as possible. Before the Caesars, 
before the Man of. Galilee, long before the savage leu- 
tons of the north and the barbarous tribes Britain 
had felt the shock of Roman arms, these trophies were 
lost on the coast of Africa. And there they remained 
while empires and dyrasties were born, flourished, 
waned, died and were all but forgotten. . 

Then an accident revealed their -hiding place. At 
great pains and expense they were dug from their cen- 
turies-old bed of mud. All of them were shapeless from 
the incrustations and barnacles of time.

ESCRIBING these drawings 
which he made fcr the Mus 
trated London News, Scriven 
Bolton, a scientifie artist, 
writes: 

“The sun is our constant benefactor. 
His radiant energies, supporting as they 
do all forms of life om the earth, origi 
nate from an outer shell of fire clouds. 
Indeed, were tkis brilliant shell removed, 
through some sudden change in the sun’s 
physical edmstitetion, darkness would 
reign over the earth and life activity

reveal the dark cleuds within. In the 
lower drawing he shows a piece of the 
sun’s atmeephere in section, with the 
fumes of the metallic vapors rising 
from its surface to beret into clouds 
of flame. Holes or gane in this outer 
shell are seen by us and called “sun 
senate”

Chandra Bose of the Presi- 

dency College, Calcutta, in a 
recent article in the Modern Review. He 
defines a nerve as something that trans- 
mits “excitation from one point to an- 
other, more or less distant, by means of 
certain conducting fibers,” and brings a 
living organism into intimate relation 
with its environment. A nerve need not 
end in a brain, but may just as weil be 
ted to a contractile musele, in which case 
a stimulus is followed by a twitching of 
that muscle. 

Prof. Bose describes the familiar ex- 
periment of dissecting out the sciatic 
nerve of a frog and stimulating it by a 
blow or an electric shock, which produces 
a twitching of the muscles that make the 
legs kick. 

This he compares with the behavior of 
the sensitive plant called mimosa that 
may be seen in the conservatory of any 
botanical garden and that lowers its 
leaves as soon as it is touched. “Here, 
also,” says Prof. Bose, “the application 
of stimulus, say of a pinch, on the stem 
or stalk, gives rise to a wave of disturb- 
ance which, traveling onward, reaches 
the mobil organ. In mimosa this is sit- 
uated at the leaf joint where the pul- 
vinus, like the animal muscle, contracts 
undder excitation. Under the transmitted 
effect of stimulation there occurs a 
twitch of the muscle of the frog or a 
jerky fall of the leaf of mimosa. The

conducting tissue in mimosa lies buried 
inside the stalk or stem, and it is difficult 
to isolate it. In the case of fern, how- 
ever, it is quite easy to dissect out cer- 
tain fibrous tissue which acts as a ¢on- 
ductor of excitation.” 

Prof. Bose has “blocked” the nerves of 
plants with electricity, just as the nerves 
of animals are so blocked. He has also 
anesthetized them by applying suiphate 
of copper and cyanide of potassium at 
points which insured the absorption of 
these drugs. 

“The plant,” he concludes, “has- been 
made to exhibit many of the activities 
which we have been accustomed to asso- 
ciate only with animal life. In‘ the one 
case, as in the other, stimulus of any 
kind will induce a responsive thrill. 
There are rhythmic tissues im the plant 
which like those in the animal go on 
throbbing ceaselessly. These spontan- 
eous pulsations in the one case as in the 
other are affected by various drugs in 
an identical manner. And in the one 
case, as in the other, the tremor of exei- 
tation is transmitted with a definite and 
measured speed from point to point 
along fiber-like channels. We have now 
before our mind's eye the whole organism 
of the moving, perceiving and responding 
plant—a cemplex unity and not a con- 
geries of unrelated parts. The barriers 
which separated kindred phenomena are 
thus thrown down, and the animal and 
the plant are seen to be a multiform 
unity in a single ocean of being.“ 


Classifying Wounds Into Slight, 


Serious, Very Serious 


ELITARY surgeons have classi- 
fied wounds according to their 
danger and difficulty of treat- 
ment. The aceompanying 

diagram, adapted from Forgues’s “Traite 
de Pathologie Externe,” shows the 
general classification into slight, seri- 
ous and very serious. A leading Frencu 
military surgeon has calculated that of 
wounds not instantaneously mortal, 60 per 
cent are slight, 15 per cent serious and 


25 per cent very serious. The experience 


of recent wars shows the head and the 
right arm as the most frequent lodging 
place for bullets. 

Of course, the very slightcet wound 
may be or become very serious, this de- 
pending on whether a large artery e 
severed and upon the promptness and 
thoroughness of treatment. A pin serateh 
on a finger may prove fatal if it be mot 
properly washed. Generally speaking, 


the most serious wounds are those in the 


abdomen, but even these, if taken in time, 
are cured in an astonishing number 4 
cases. 

Dr. Helme, one of the leading Frenen 
military surgeons, expresses the belief 
that the men of the present generation 
are quite incapable of enduring the pain 
and nervous shocks through which the 
men who followed Napoleon managed o 
live, the reason being found in our over- 
stimulated and aver-cultivated nervous 
systems. 

When we read of some of the grat 
operations performed by surgeons in the 
days befor: the discovery of anesthetics, 


wher the patient had simply to grit his

U cases of cancer can be eured. 
The number of such cases can be 
Increased by earlier diagnosis and 
better surgery. This is the only 
hope that our present knowledge justifies, 
but this fact should be known to the pub- 
lic. Im The Journal of the American 
Medical Association, Dr. Joseph C. Blood- 
good of Johns Hopkins Hospital, Balti- 
more, declares that cancer can be cured 
in nearly one-half of all cases if taken 
early enough. The American Society for 
the Control of Cancer, recently organ- 
ized, says Dr. Bloodgood, hopes to bring 
before the public and the profession the 
actual percentage of cures of cancer ac 
complished in the various clinics in this 
country. 

Many physicians today are skeptical as 
to the permanency of the cure of cancer, 
The majority of people believe that cai 
cer is a “blood disease.” By this they 
express a vague notion of a general dis 
ease present in many parts of the bodys, 
and for this reason they naturally com 
clude that its removal from one place 
will have no effect on the disease in other 
parts. Surgeons do not always tell their 
patients the nature of their disease, but, 
whether they do or not, the longer the 
patient lives in comfort the more skep- 
tical does he or she become as to the 
grave nature of the original disease 


Especially is this true in cases in which 
the operation was necessarily mutilat . 


ing. The doctor is then asked: Was it 
necessary to do so much? Was the dis 
ease really cancer? In the control @ 
eancer, therefore, Dr. Bloodgood argues, 
we shall have to combat this skepticism 


both in the ranks of the profession and 


among the people. 


Monster Plants Grown 
at Will 


A. URBAIN, professor of chem

after having deprived them of their 
albumen. Thus, by his own will, he ob 
tains monstrous vegetables. His work is 
reviewed im a paper read before the 
Academy of Seiences by the eminent pro- 
fessor of botany, Gaston Bonnier. Ni- 
dently the albumen of a seed is not its 
essential part, says Chemist News. Al- 
bumen is only an alimentary res¢ ve 
destined to feed the young plant unti’ its 
radicle has become strong enough to :rek 
for its food itself. But can the young 
‘plant do with wt this alimentary reserve? 
J. A. Urbain shows that, if put to the 
test, it can do so, but not without suf. 
fering from this privation. M. Urbain’s 
experiments have been made with seeds 
of the Palma Christi, the poppy. ete. 
These seeds derrived of their albumen 
germinated like normal seeds, but pro 
duced dwarf, stunted plants with mod 


fied leaves and often monstrous deformed 


flowers. This research of M. Urbata 
goes to prove the possibility of creating 
monstrous plants at will. 

in the same way the late Camille 
Daresle produced, at will, a monstrous 
chicken by interfering with the normal

operation a line of electric road 
which, although a short one, is of 
interest on account of the direct 
use Of three-phase current at 42 cycles.

Basco to the railroad station of Bagni, in 
the neighborhood of Rome, and its length 


is some 7000 feet. The three-phase cur- . 


rent comes from the Laziale electric sta- 
tion and is delivered by a line working 
at 11.500 volts, this being reduced by 
transformers on the spot to 500 volts for
